PREFACE. 



TV T O duty is more generally admitted 
by Christian people, than that of 
Family Prayer. As a recognition of 
Him who calls Himself the Grod of all 
the families of the earth ; as a consecra- 
tion of life's business, and life's inter- 
course, and life's common refreshments 
and blessings ; as an opportunity of exer- 
cising that higher relationship, which is 
too apt to be forgotten in the routine of 
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earthly duties; as the appointed means 
of reconciling the little strifes and vari- 
ances which will occur from time to time, 
while human nature is what it is, in the 
best disposed and most kindly affectioned 
households ; in all these and many other 
aspects. Family Prayer has a value and 
a dignity all its own, which few who know 
an3rthing of the Gospel and Spirit of 
our Master can either disparage or set 
aside. 

Yet the experience of many hearts 
and many homes, it will not be denied, 
falls far below the expectation which 
such thoughts have awakened. 

In some cases, there is a readiness in 
admitting excuses for the interruption 
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of the duty, betraying an indifference 
fatal to its success. The excuse, once 
admitted, is never afterwards wanting: 
and if the record were kept, for one 
year, of the occasions on which domestic 
worship has been used and omitted, it 
would be found, in many houses, to bear 
a testimony of irregularity not less start- 
ling than condemning. 

Elsewhere the duty is performed with 
scrupulous exactness, but without any 
corresponding effects of comfort or 
benefit. 

The causes of this disappointment are 
various. The commonest of all is pro- 
bably that which brings also its own 
explanation ; a want of interest, of reve- 
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rence, of faith and life, in the worshippers 
and in their leader. There is a rapidity 
of utterance, a lowness of tone, a per- 
functoriness of manner, on the part of 
the reader, which finds its natural effect 
in the coldness, the formality, the dead- 
ness of those who in such a case are, 
at the best, listeners only, and not fellow- 
worshippers. 

But even with a religious intention, 
and a sense of responsibility, and some- 
thing of spiritual feeling, in the leader 
of the worship, there is often an embar- 
rassment in the selection of a suitable 
form of Prayer, and a conscious inability 
to dispense with any form, which may 
account for the languor and depres- 
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sion observable in the performance of 
the duty. 

Some compositions, designed to answer 
the purpose of a Family Liturgy, are 
framed on injudicious and unsound prin- 
ciples, or executed in a manner which 
precludes their success. Few indeed are 
those books of Family Prayer, which do 
not weary in the use, even if they invite 
the first trial. Again and again we find 
ourselves sent back to the Prayer- Book, 
for the only form of devotion which 
bears perpetual repetition. A few Col- 
lects, chosen with judgment, so as to 
embrace the essential parts of all wor- 
ship — confession, supplication, thanksgiv- 
ing, intercession — and read with grave 
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simplicity, quiet seriousness, and thought- 
ful emphasis — ^will be thought, by many 
masters of families, to give the most 
satisfactory expression to the daily wants 
and aspirations of a Christian house- 
hold; familiar enough to secure intelli- 
gence, and sufficiently various to prevent 
monotony. 

Even the Lord's Prayer alone, preceded 
and followed by a few moments of silent 
devotion, would be found to constitute 
a most impressive service, in cases where 
the time for worship is short, and where 
the thoughtfulness of the worshippers can 
be relied upon. 

There remain, however, many instances 
in which a special book of Family Prayers 
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is imperatively demanded by the judg- 
ment and feeling of Christian people. 
To meet this demand is not easy. Such 
a work should be neither dogmatical, 
nor didactic, nor hortatory; neither dif- 
fuse, nor involved, nor abrupt; neither 
affectedly archaic, nor vulgarly modern; 
neither a compendium of systematic theo- 
logy, nor a cento of phrases from the 
Bible, nor an imitation of Collects or 
Litanies from the Prayer-Book. It should 
be ample enough to prevent a wearisome 
frequency in the recurrence of each par- 
ticular prayer, yet not so large as to 
forbid familicirity with its contents on the 
part of those who use it in their worship. 
It should be spiritual, yet sober, in its 
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tone ; not checking the breathings of the 
deepest and most experienced piety, yet 
involving no hypocrisy in its utterance 
by a more level and average Christianity. 
It should be general, yet real, in its lan- 
guage ; expressing the soul's wants, not 
in their morbid or fanciful eccentricities, 
but in their daily and regular recurrences. 
It should be sound, yet catholic, in its 
doctrine; repelling no Christian by its 
exclusiveness, but seeking rather to 
promote that truest, that highest, that 
deepest unity — a unity not of form or 
formula, but of personal trust and spiritual 
devotion — ^which is more and more the 
aspiration of our age, and in which alone 
the divided and dispersed flock of Christ 
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can ever on earth be regathered into 
one. 

How far the present publication — most 
inadequate and imperfect at the best- 
may fulfil any of these conditions, it is 
not for the writer to determine. To have 
been permitted to contribute but one 
Prayer to the service of but one Christian 
household, would be a great privilege and 
a great honour. Still more, if, in so doing, 
one step might have been taken, however 
feeble or halting, towards that great fesult 
which has just been spoken of; the repose 
of Christ's Church, not in one form of 
worship, not in one expression of doctrine, 
but in the realization of a spiritual unity 
consistent with the utmost external diver- 
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sity; the conception of the one ** treasure'* 
— the Light spiritual, eternal, Divine — 
contained within the myriad ** earthen 
vessels'* of varying human expression, 
human thought, and human feeling. 
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Our Father^ which art in heaven^ Hal- 
lowed be Thy Name, Thy kingdom come. 
Thy will be done in earthy As it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread. And for- 
give us our trespasses^ As we forgive them 
that trespass against us. And lead us not 
into temptation ; But deliver us fro7n evil. 
For Thine is the kingdom^ The power^ and 
the glory ^ For ever and ever, Anun,

We thank Thee for all the 
faculties, of thought and speech, of sym- 
pathy and communion, with which Thou 
hast endued us ; for all the courtesy, kind- 
ness, and love, which Thou hast drawn 
towards us from others. Above all, we 
praise and bless Thy Holy Name for our 
Bedemption by Jesus Christ, for the pro- 
mise of Thy Holy Spirit, for all the means 
of grace, and for the hope of final glory.
